Butler To Stay, Lead

help pay Off the party’s estimated $1,000,000 deficit from 


the 1956 campaign. 

He is readying a host of fund- 
raising devices and economy plans, 
including a drastic change in the 
nature of the Democratic Digest 
as now published. The new party 
organ will be less literary in style 
and aimed at communicating more 
simply and directly with party 
workers at the precinct level. 

Given potent backing by Speaker 
Sam Rayburn of Texas, the most 
powerful Democrat on Capitol Hill, 
Butler is confident he can ride out 
the storm created by. critics de- 
manding his ouster. Rayburn was 
not an original Butler man when he 
was elected at New Orleans in De- 
cember, 1954, but he intervened 
last August when Adlai E. Steven- 
son, the two-time Democratic 
presidential nominee, first indi- 
cated he would not keep Butler in 
office. 

Indications are that Butler's 
critics will not soon have a forum 
in which to air their dissatisfaction. 
Butler has no early plans to call 
the full national committee into 
session. It alone could remove him. 


There is a session called for 
Nov. 26-27 of the party executive 
committee which will deal with 
plans to wipe out the deficit and 
revise the Democratic Digest. 

Butler was high in his praise 
of the literary quality of the pres- 
ent party magazine, but he 
thought its audience was limited 
to intellectuals and that, under 
present circumstances, “it is a 
political luxury the party cannot 
afford.’’ He estimated the party 
had spent $200,000 in 22 months 
to keep the Digest going and 
reaching an average circulation 
of about 70,000 monthly. 

“That would be fine if we were 
not $1,000,000 in debt, and. if we 
had an extra $200,000 ft reath this 
kind of a limited.audience,” But- 
ler said. 3 

The .Democratic chairman said 
that precinct workers simply had 
not accepted the Digest, didn’t 
subscribe to it themselves and 
were unwilling to throw their full 
efforts behind drives to gain more 
circulation for the pocket-sized 
magazine. 

Butler is particularly anxious to 
broaden the magazine’s appeal to 
make it a simple, direct means

To Salvage Peace 


Dag Hammarskjold, U.N. secretary 
general, is in Egypt for talks with Prime 
Minister Nasser. ; 

Much depends on him and his diplo- 
macy. The peace of the world is at 
stake. 

President Eisenhower recently paid an 
unusually lengthy and umreserved tribute 
to Mr.-Hammarskjold. It was fully de- 
served and we applaud the President for 
making it public. He told of the great 
public service being done by the secre- 
tary general and of his devotion to the job. 
Working days of 20 hours and more, plus 
strenuous and exacting travel, have add- 
ed to the great physical burden imposed 
upon the U.N. chief. 

If Nasser should lose confidence in the 
U.N., then he is quite likely to bring in 
Russian “volunteers,” and these almost 
certainly would include Red Chinese. 
Nasser is not a stable man. He is prepared 
to pull down his own house and civiliza- 
tion with it if he cannot have his way. 

Around the world troops and air bases 
are on the alert. There is a tenseness in 
Europe and the Middle East not here 
reflected in all its gravity. 

There stands between us and war the 
ability of Dag Hammarskjold to work 
out an Egyptian agreement. 

Each of us already is in his debt.

Gov. Griffin Is Frank 
On Subject of Taxes 


Gov. Marvin Griffin spoke with com- 
mendable candor when he told delegates 
to the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs Convention he saw no chance of 
less taxes. 

There is none. 

The frightening spiral of inflation con- 
tinues. It is slowed down. Its coils do not 
move swiftly, but they move. They con- 
tinually tighten their grip. The dollar 
buys less. People dive deeper and deeper 
into debt. There are hints of tightening 
of credit, which will mean less buying. 
This will mean less employment. It be- 
comes apparent the Federal Reserve 
Bank, which by and large has done a 
fine, courageous job, hasn’t done enough. 
The government itself must coordinate 
all its other controls with its money sup- 
ly. 

4 In Georgia, as in other states, gov- 
ernment is keyed to the past. It is true 
there cannot be much saved by “econ- 
That is a word greatly favored by 
embattled editors. It is a good word and 
a worthy one. But economy is more than 
a word. 

There is too much old-fashioned pat- 
ronage in State government. There is too 
much hiring. Machines could do the 


‘ job of bookkeeping, record-keeping and 


other details now left to a myriad of “po- 
litical” employes. State governments could 
be streamlined. 

The plain truth is state government is 
wasteful because it is designed to be so. 
It is costly and inefficient because it is 
built on a spoils system and on a gov- 
ernor’s need to hold votes with patronage. 
Road contracts are tied in with votes in 
the state legislatures. This makes for 
waste and deals. 

One of these days the people will in- 
sist_on a business administration and get 
it. Until they do, we will have no 
economy.

Soviets Lose Ground 


In Battle for Hungary 


Efforts of Hungarian Communists, 
backed by Soviet armed might, to restore 
order to that beleaguered country still 
are failing of their objective. 

All over the country are Soviet troops, 
tanks, planes and bayonets. But still the 
Hungarians defy them. Workers refuse to 
work. Offices are closed down. Unless 
opposition to the Soviet oppressors ceases, 
worse things apparently are in store. 

No one can mistake that the over- 
whelming masses of Hungarians are op- 
posed to Russian occupation and to com- 
munism itself.

To the American eye, the hurling of a mechanized army across 
a neighbor’s borders, the dispatching of a fleet, the assault by aerial 
bombardment—all these are naked aggression. They have the ring 


of Pearl Harbor; 


they speak the language of Hitler and of Stalin. 


We had been told that governments controlled by, the people were 
inherently incapable of anything but defensive warfare. Have whole 


populations suddenly gone rabid? 

The answer, of course, is that 
in the minds of ordinary Israelis, 
Britons and Frenchmen, recent 
events have not been aggres- 
sion at all. The reasons have been 
different in each case, but if these 
had been understood as anything 
but defensive actions, their lead- 
ers could never have dared to 
execute them. a 


“Turn on this radio and you 
can hear. the Cairo station,’”’ said 
the dark-haired girl in the taxi- 
bus traveling to Haifa. “It may 
be broadcasting music or it may 
be telling the rest of fhe Arab 
world thet Israel must be de- 
stroyed. It’s like suicide, sitting 
here waiting for them to move in 
on us.’’ 

This, then, was the mood of the 
Israeli people months ago. and it 
has deepened since. 

One remembers another inci- 
den, later and on another conti- 
nent. 


North Africa, was stopped by a 
uniformed Frenchman and taken 
into a tiny empty room, where he 
was thoroughly searched for weap- 
ons. The officer’s face was grim;

Of course, the petro- 
leum is in the Arabs’ land, and 
we are paying them handsgmely 
for it. But we discovered it; 
poured our capital into develop- 
ing it. And we can not survive 
without it. To let them seize it 
and cut us off would mean death 
to us as an industrial power.” 

Since then, of course, the Egyp- 
tians took the Suez. The mon- 
umental British fear is that this 
grab will, if successful, serve as 
precedent for a grab of the oil 
properties in the Middle East, 
where three-quarters of the globe’s 
petroleum reserves repose. To 
Britain, any countermove appears 
defensive. 

Almost unanimously the Arab 
world is vinced that the very 
creation of State of Israel was 
a bald act of aggression—an in- 
tolerable intrusion into sacred soil. 

Nasser seems to have been 
dreaming of recreating a great 
Arab Empire stretching from the 
Atlantic to the Persian Gulf and 
beyond, and in its new form draw- 
ing untold wealth from the oil

Has To Be Halted 


Aleng with gas and oil and tires, 


one of the 


big costs of operating an automobile in the State 
of Georgia is a whopping amount in fines paid for 


violation of the state’s traffic 
forfeitures following arrests by 


ficers. 

But people continue 
the laws, killing 
other persons, many of them prob- 
ably law-abiding. This week, be- 
fore the addition of the regular 
weekend toll of 10 to 20 fatalities, 
949 persons had left this life in 
1996 via Georgia's highways. The 
casualty list represents a 5 per 
cent increase over the comparable 
period of last year. 

The patrol arrested 48,613 per- 
sons in the first nine months of 
the year, 30,000 Georgians and the 
rest from out of state. Additionally, 
63.165 warnings were handed out, 
including 50,810 to the state’s own 
citizens and 12, to visitors. 
Warnings, arrests, fines—~and, still, 
death. 

Apparently there must be more 
arrests and more fines. A condi- 
tion must be established whereby 
arrest and fine practically auto 
matically follow traffic violation. 

The license also must be placed 
in extreme jeopardy. Too many 
persons are getting away, free to 
kill themselves and other persons. 

There is no secret about highway 
death in Georgia. The Accident Re- 
porting Division of the state patrol 
goes into intricate detail. Let's look 
at one of their reports. 

Eighty-eight persons were killed 
in June, 874 injured, in 2,530 acci- 
dents.

3 BASIC TRUTHS 


They then propounded three ba- 
sic ‘‘truths’’ to guide all Christian 
men and women “as they grope 
for a solution which will not lead 
to total war:’’ 

1. Full support must be accorded 
the United Nations “despite its in- 
adequacies and imperfections.”’ In 
this regard, the bishops hailed 


common action built on community 
of interests as the “only answer to 
the anarchy of unilateral action.” 

2. Unceasing prayer should be 
the “chief’’ work of all the 
churches. “Pray for the people of 


Hungary in their anguish,”’ the pre- 
lates urged. “Pray for all captive
